Leaves Next Month 

"When I return to Hollywood in 
January, I'm going to gather ma- 
terial for several articles. One on 
Kennau Wynn, one on how location 
movies are made, and I!ye already, 
turned in two this year. Last July 
I was out and did "Hollywood's Fabu- 
lous Female" — the story of Greer 
Garson, which will be in the Post ap- 
pearing the day before Christmas. 
The other one was on Director Leo 
McCarcy, and it has already ap- 
peared. 

"While I'm there I'll collect ma- 
terial for the other articles. Studios 
furnish printed material they have 
about their stars," Pete said, explain- 
ing how he goes to work on his story. 
"Then I have one or two interviews 
with the slar himself. He usually 
furnishes me with a list of his friends 
for anecdotal material. I have as 
many as 25 interviews, as in the case 
I of the Xtmnally Johnson articles. I 
; took three years with that job, and 
! had a book-sized manuscript by the 
lime I finished." 

■ After his notebooks arc full, Mar- 

; tin will return to Wynnewood and 

i begin the difficult process of culling 

J over his notes. He cuts, trims and 

deletes details, and then start writing. 

After writing an article, he says, 

"I cut and cut, and presently feel I'm 

wading around in a pool of blood— 

my own blood." 

About 80 per cent of the stories; 
he does are handed to him on assign- 
ment from Hibbs. The rest are his 
ideas which become assignments 
, after he sells them to Hibbs. 
[ Writing rims in the Martin family. 
His wife has had one book published, 
called "Bed and Board;" and his son, 
Peter, was a sportswriter on The 
Merionite, Lower Merion High School 
paper. Peter, who graduated in 1946, 
is now taking post-graduate work at 
Episcopal High School, a prep school 
in Alexandria, Virginia, where his 
Dad went years ago.

Lower Merion officials were not 
consulted about the use of Town- 
ship land in the proposed United 
Nations' "World Capital" site, it was 
revealed this week. 

Evan James, Township Secretary, 
said officials did not know parts of 
Lower Merion were included in the 
two proposed UN sites until they saw 
the map printed several weeks ago in 
this newspaper. 
Two Twp. Areas 

Last month, when Philadelphia 
learned it was still in the running 
for the "World's Capital", the City 
Planning Commission hastily sketched 
out two areas that were shown to the 
UN site delegates. 

Both sites included sections of Lower 
Merion Township. The Belmont plat- 
eau area included parts of Cynwyd 
along City Line Ave. The Roxbor- 
ough-Whitemarsh site included large 
areas in Gladwyne and Penn Valley 
"It seems now that Philadelphia 
and State officials seeking to bring the 
United Natiohs here believed the "pro" 
and "con" response from this com- 
munity would balance out," James 
said this week. 

"Then too, they were caught short 
and probably had no time to consult 
with officials in the smaller communi- 
ties included in the proposed site", he 
said. 

This week, local fears of eviction 
were calmed. The United Nations 
Geiieral Assembly voted to establish 
permanent headquarters in New York.

Just stop 
by to say "Hi" to Wynnewood's Pete 
Martin, associate editor and staff 
writer of the Saturday Evening Post, 
and he'll tell you all about it. 

W. Thornton ("Pete") Martin, 
who lived at 326 Woodley Kd.. 
Merion, until he moved to 035 
Sussex Road, Wynnewood, two 
years ago, began what he calls "Let- 
ters from Hollywood" in 1943 with an 
irticle called "Going Shopping With 
Hedy Lamarr." 
Three Weeks Work 

Since then he has gone to Holly- 
wood at least once each year, stayed 
three or four weeks and returned 
with notebooks full of Hollywood- 
iana which keep articles rolling into 
the Post's pages every month or so. 

But how he came to the Post is 

• story in itself. 
It goes back to his undergraduate 

days at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, Though he was born in Char- 
lottesville, Virginia, and moved to 
Seattle, Washington, at the age of 
16, he went to Penn because Cyn- 
wyd's Lawson Robertson coached 
track there. Six foot, two-hundred- 
pound Martin was very much inter- 
ested in track ; in fact, he ran the 
quarter mile in about 48 seconds dur- 
ing his days on the Penn team. 

He started out in the Wharton 
School, but after trying to pass ac- 
counting twice, gave up the whole 
idea and switched to the School of 
Fine Arts. In his sophomore year, 
he was ill for three months; after 
which he decided he'd never catch up 
with his class. He then gave up the 
idea of graduating and devoted him- 
self to whatever courses suited his 
fancy. As a result, he took almost 
every course in English, History and 
Fine Arts offered by the University. 
"College Humor" Days 

He could well afford to devote his 
extra-curricular time to such activi- 
ties at Penn's humor magazine, Th< 
Punch Bowl, and other student publi- 
cations. 

"At the end of my fourth year," 
Pete says, "I look my ill-gotten Punch 
Bowl gains and joined the hordes tra- 
veling to Paris' student-third-class. 
When the gold ran out (two months 
later) I came home and started on my 
first job, as Art Editor of the ohi 
"College Humor." 

• That magazine's home was in Chi- 
cago, but Pete wanted to come back- 
East near his future wife, Virginia 
Bird. He also wanted a good job, 
so he could get married, and he 
wanted a job on the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post, because "It was the best 
magazine in the country." 

When Penn wanted him to run on 
its team against Oxford in 1925, it 
invited Pete to take up his under- 
graduate career again. Pete acqni- 
csed, with one small condition— thai

Buck Tavern 
Sale By Bank 
Is Studied 

A fight to save historic Buck Tav-v 
em for posterity was begun Monday 
with the appointment by the Haver- 
ford Civic Association of a commit- 
tee to investigate its proposed sale by 
the Fidelity-Philadelphia Trust Com- 
pany. 

The building, presently an apart- 
ment house occupied by seven fami- 
lies, is located on the southeast cor- 
ner of Lancaster and Martin Aves., 
Bryn Mawr, Haverford Township. It 
is called the Buck Inn Apartments. 
It was erected in 1730 by Thomas 
Penn, son of William Penn, just 49 
years after his father signed the 
treaty with the Indians. During the 
Revolutionary War, George Washing- 
ton and his staff spent the night of 
September 14, 1777 there. 

During the 19th Century it was 
a hostel on the old Philadelphia and 
Columbia Railroad. Shortly after 
the First World War, it was turned 
into apartments, and has been for 
sale since early Fall. 

The Civic Association expects to 
petition the Haverford Township 
Board of Commissioners to buy the 
house and lot should new owners in- 
tend to destroy the building. 

At the meeting, held at the Pres- 
ton Public School, Martin Ave., Hav- 
erford, David B. Fitzgerald, presi- 
dent, presided.

Dr. Snyder, Distinguished 
Citizen and Man of Science 

PAYING A VISIT to Dr. O. J. Snyder last Sunday after- 
noon, to felicitate him on the 80th birthday anniversary he 
observed November 17, the esteemed octogenarian and his 
gracious lady were found to be happily alert to one of the 
most extraordinary of modern innovations. In plainer words, 
they were awaiting a sky salute from their son, Dr. Jimmy, 
who was flying from his Cape May home in his own plane. 
Jimmy had written as tr> the time he might be expected to 
be soaring o'er his birth-place should the weather be fine. 
Apparently he Tiad a clear right-of-way, for he arrived? exact- 
ly on schedule 

After making ihe appropriate gesture to bis parents from 
his cloudland pinnacle, the doctor-aviator winged his way to 
Penn Valley, to encircle the abode of his pretty sister, Honora 
(now Mrs. James L. Be'.ghle), who was also on the look-out 
for him. ' 

The whole idea could be a harbinger of what tomorrow 
has in store, with folks shuffling the airways as a matter of 
casual routine, a prospect that might prompt the Borough to 

buy some of Miss Gibson's choice acres for a landing-field. 

* * * * 

DR. SNYDER'S long life has been one of many im- 
portant achievements, and the town in which he has made 
his home for more than forty years has shared in the nation- 
wide renown which has come to this distinguished citizen. 
Some men are destined to make a profound mark on their 
times, and such leaders learn early that they must assert 
sovereignty over their own careers and shall not be diverted 
by the tug of circumstances-, which often proves the nemesis 
of those of us o.f lesser mold. 

In the case of Dr. Snyder, he had been trained for a 

■ teaching career, having been graduated by the Minnesota 
State Teachers College. He taught the sciences in the Warren 
High School and became science superintendent for the grade 
schools in the same city. Apparently he had enough erudition 

1 to go on, but he sought more, an urge that resulted in a B. S. 
and Master's Degree from Avhat is now the George Washing- 
ton University. That sort of intellectual high-gear would seem 
to have put him in the front ranks of pedagogy, but osteo- 
pathy attracted him (induced by a personal experience) and 
well it did, for humanity's sake, as no man succeeded more 
than Dr. Snyder in advancing this well-proven medical science 
to its present unchallenged glace* in American therapy. 

V * * • 

FORTUNATE PHILADELPHIA that the young osteo- 
path from the West decided the Quaker City should be the 
eastern center of the "new school," and what an inspired ven- 
ture it was. First some offices and class rooms in the Stephen 
Girard Bldg., then larger quarters in the Witherspoon Build- 
ing, then a building on North Broad street, then a 36-bed hos- 
pital at 19th and Spring Garden Streets. At one interval of 
the steady progress, the classes were also conducted at 817 
Pine Street and probably there were other locations not includ- 
ed in this quick outline. 

Finally, the present modern hospital and school plant at 
48th and Spruce streets was acquired, now having consider- 
ably more than a million dollars invested, and an enrollment 
which exceeds 400 students. When Dr. Snyder tells the story 
he stresses the help that others gave, but the actual record is 
crystal clear, ana^t is a Snyder saga from first to last. 

Little wonder, then, that when osteopathy's best, benefac- 
tor reached his 80th milestone last month, the large banquet 
room was crowded by the hundreds of physicians who were 
aware of his unique efforts and who knew what the Founder 
had done to bring their science to exalted estate and on a paral- 
lel footing with all other officially accepted medical schools in 
Pennsylvania. That latter achievement was assuredly no small 
triumph, for medical portals are well guarded and those who 
presume to enter must prove well worthy of their precious 
right. On that score alone, Dr. Snyder should be warmly happy 
as he reflects on the enduring honors and the large oppor- 
tunities for noteworthy, pioneer service the four-score fruitful 

years have brought him. 

* * * * 

THE WELL-ROOTED osteopaths must not be the only 
ones to provide a formal accolade to this valuable life of high 
endeavor. Dr. Snyder is our very helpful neighbor and our de- 
voted friend. His career has served to adorn this town for al- 
most all of its corporate existence. Something should be done 
about it locally. No doubt, something will be done about it.

Permission to build two du- 
plex apartments at Grove Place 
and Rockland Ave., Narberth, 
was denied last Wednesday night 
by the Borough Council after 
more than a dozen property 
owners of the neighborhood ap-. 
peared at the meeting to regis-, 
ter their protests. 

Home owners in the vicinity ! 
of the proposed duplexes object- 
ed that they purchased their 
homes with the idea that there 
would be no apartments built in 
the neighborhood. 
For Veterans Only 

Joseph L. O'Connor, of Bryn 
Mawr, who had asked that the area 
be re-roned so that he could erect the 
apartments, told Council that the 
four flats in the two houses would be 
rented to veterans only at $70 per 
month. 

He told members of Council that 
the proposed apartments would cost 
approximately $20,000 and would im- 
prove the appearance of the neigh- 
borhood. 

He said, however, that he would 
not press for a re-zoning of the 
Grove Place and Rockland Ave. in- 
tersection if amending the Borough's 
zoning code in this case would set a 
precedent local property owners con- '. 
sidered detrimental to the, neighbor-, 
hood. * 

"Children and Dogs" 

O'Connor is the builder of the 
Beachwood Apartments and of sever- 
al homes on Berkley Rd. and Sabine, 

One of the objecting residents tol^l 
Council that "by the time you crowd 
four families, children and dogs into 
such a building, the result would be 
awful." 

O'Connor had previously been de- 
nied a building permit by Borough 
Building Inspector George Suplee be- ■ 
cause the proposed site is in area 
zone R-2, which allows twin homes, 
but not apartments. 

He subsequently /asked Council to 
enact an amendment to the zoning 
code to allow the apartment. The 
Council meeting, held in Elm Hall;

In landscaping the builder planned 
his development to incorporate all the 
natural features of the land* and to 
preserve in character the Main Line 
residential atmosphere. Half-century- 
old trees were preserved and planting 
and plotting done to blend with oth- 
er nearby estates. 

The building is five stories high 
with three elevator shafts and on the 
top six penthouses. There are 90 
apartments, ranging from three to 
nine rooms and costing $85 to $300 
a month. For each apartment bed- 
room there is a bath and all kitch- 
ens arc full-sized. Parquet hard- 
wood floors run throughout the build- 
ing.
